FREEDOM OF TMI: PHI ss is I PII EMI 


T he attention of radicals who subscribe to the theory that 
Conferees should be the final judge of the constitutionality of its 
own acts is invited to the decision of the Federal district court 
in Kansas City that the anti-publication feature of the income 
tax law of 1921 is unconstitutional. 
The decision goes directly 
to the fir.*t article of the Hill of Rights in the Constitution, which 
says that ^Congress shall make no law abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press.” 
The radicals have always insisted on complete freedom of 
speech and press, yet according to this decision, Congress, to 
which they would give final authority in m atters of legislation, 
undertook to abridge the freedom of the press by prohibiting the 
publication of the names of income tax payers and the am ounts 
of their taxes, after directing the revenue collectors to make such 
information public. 
A recital of the case is of interest. 
It was brought by the 
Department of Justice against W alter S. Dickey, owner and edi­ 
tor of the Kan; as City Journal-Post, and his managing editor. 
Mr. Dickey Was indicted for violation of the law in having pub­ 
lished in his paper the names of taxpayers and the amounts of 
their taxes as they were made public by the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for his district. 
In his defense he charged that the law 
was unconstitutional in that it abridged the freedom of the press 
in violation pf the Hill of Rights. 
The Federal district judge held that if Congress had under­ 
taken to keep secret all income tax inform ation it probably would 
haVe i>een justified in doing so, but that in making certain data 
available in the collectors’ offices and then denying the right of 
newspapers to print that data, Congress exceeded its constitu­ 
tional powers and attempted to limit the freedom of the press. 
‘‘This was clearly a usurpation of power,” declared the judge. 
“ It was hot an incident to its power to tax, but obviously an a t­ 
tempt on the part of the Congress to say in what m anner the 
people should acquire information made available to them. 
More­ 
over, if the enactment insusceptible of the construction given it 
by counsel for the government, the act would be a clear tra n s­ 
gression upon the First Amendment to the Constitution, which 
forbids an abridgment of the freedom of the press.” 
The Government will appeal the case at once to the United 
States Supreme Court, so that an early final ruling may be had 
on the constitutionality of the income tax publication provision. 
It should be kept clearly in mind that the zeal of the Department 
of Justice iii the m atter does not arise from a belief in the wisdom 
of making income taxes public. The Department is charged with 
the enforcement of tile laws as they a r t enacted by Congress, 
which includes the defense of their constitutionality. 
N either 
does the decision of the Federal judge in Kansas City touch upon 
the merits of making such information public. 
The point is that 
if names and amounts of taxes are to be made public they cannot 
lie denied publication in newspapers. 
In his memorandum with 
which he accompanied tin* signing of the tax bill, President Cool­ 
idge excoriated the publicity provision, and made it plain that he 
approved the bill only because it was the best obtainable at the 
time. 
We would like to hear the comment of third party followers 
on the Kansas City decision. Which horn of the dilemma do they 
prefer— upholding the act of Congress abridging the freedom of 
the press, or upholding the opinion of the judge that such abridg­ 
ment is unconstitutional? 
That sort of legislation is a sample of 
what we would get iii larger measure if radicals obtained com­ 
plete control of Congress. 
And tin* decision of the Federal judge 
is an example of the effective way in which our courts protect the 
people in their constitutional rights. 
Coming so soon after the 
discussion of tin* recent campaign, the people ought to have no 
difficulty in passing judgment in the case.

ing away, and his new physicians 
suggested that he make a complete 
examination of Gompers. 
Several specialists were called in 
and Gompers was on the examination 
table for more than an hour. Shortly 
after the examination, one of the 
doctors came into Gomper's room and 
gently in termed ii im of numerous ail­ 
ments they had discovered and said 
he could not live more than a year. 
Gompers immediately called in his 
oldest son. Samuel, Jr., and confided 
the doctor’s report to Rim and then 
gave him a list of orders to lie carried 
out in tile event he passed away.

KRE EDOM OF THE TK FSS IS I PUKED 


T he attention of radicals who subscribe to the theory that 
Congress should be the final judge of the constitutionality of its 
own acts is invited to the decision of the Federal district court 
in Kansas City that the anti-publication feature of the income 
tax law of 1921 is unconstitutional. 
The decision goes directly 
to the first article of the Bill of Rights in the Constitution, which 
says that “Congress shall make no law abridging the1 freedom of 
speech, or of the press," 
The radicals have always insisted on complete freedom of 
speech and press, yet according to this decision, Congress, to 
which they would give final authority in matters of legislation, 
undertook to abridge the freedom of the press by prohibiting the 
publication of the names of income tax payers and the amounts 
of their taxes, after directing the revenue collectors to make such 
information public. 
A recital of the case is of interest. 
It was brought by fin 
Pepartment of Justice against Waller S. Dickey, owner and edi­ 
tor of the Kansas City Journal-Post, and his managing editor. 
Mr. Dickey was indicted for violation of the law in having pub­ 
lished in his paper the names of taxpayers and the amounts of 
their taxes as they were made public by the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for his district. 
In his defense he charged that the law 
was unconstitutional in that it abridged the freedom of the press 
in violation pf the Bill of Rights. 
. , The Federal district judge held that if Congress had under­ 
taken to keep secret all income tax information ii probably would 
have been justified iii doing so, blit. that in making certain data 
available in the collectors’ offices and them denying the right of 
newspapers to print that data, Congress exceeded its constitu­ 
tional powers and attempted to limit the freedom of the press. 
“This was clearly a usurpation of power,” declared the judge. 
“It was not an incident to its flower to tax, but obviously an at­ 
tempt on the part of the Congress to say in what manner the 
people should acquire information made available to them. 
More­ 
over, if the enactment i* susceptible of the construction given it 
by counsel for the government, the act would be a clear trans­ 
gression upon the First Amendment to the Constitution, which 
forbids an abridgment of the freedom of the press.” 
The Government will appeal the case at once to the United 
States Supreme Court, so that an early final ruling may be had 
on the constitutionality of tin1 income tax publication provision. 
It should be kept clearly in mind that the zeal of the Department 
of Justice in the matter does not arise from a belief in the wisdom 
of making income taxes public. 
The Department is charged with 
ihe enforcement of the laws as they are enacted by Congress, 
which includes the defense of their constitutionality. 
Neither 
does the decision of the Federal judge in Kansas City touch upon 
the merits of making such information public. 
The point is that 
if names and amounts of taxes are to be made public they cannot 
be denied publication in newspapers. 
In his memorandum with 
which he accompanied the signing of the tax bill, President Cool­ 
idge excoriated the publicity provision, and made it plain that he 
approved the bill only because it was the best obtainable at the 
time. 
We would like to hear the comment of third party followers 
on the Kansas City decision. 
Which horn of the dilemma do they 
prefer— upholding the act of Congress abridging the freedom of 
the press, or upholding the opinion of the judge that such abridg­ 
ment is unconstitutional? 
That sort of legislation is a sample of 
what we would get in larger measure if radicals obtained com­ 
plete control of Congress. 
And the decision of the Federal judge 
is an example of the effective way iii which our courts protect the 
people in their constitutional rights. 
Coming so soon after the 
discussion of the recent campaign, the people ought to have no 
difficulty in passing judgment in the case.

The taxi driver that took me to the 
hotel told me that he was prepared 
to bx me up with anything I might 
want.

heard, let alone seen, since the prohi­ 
bition amendment went into effect. 
From beer to champagne that card 
took in the whole list of drinks known 
to the pre-Volstead era.

But the taxi-drivers have no mon­ 
opoly on ihe bootlegging trade. 
Soft 
drink parlors are to be found fre1- 
fluently. 
And the only 
thing 
soft 
about them is the brains of those cus­ 
tomers who imagine that soda and 
pop is all they sell. 
There is no necessity for identifica­ 
tion. 
Just name your poison and it 
will be served you. 
Best Cuban beer—50 cents a bottle; 
Bacardi rum—25 cents a shot; Scotch 
whisky—35 cents a drink; the list 
might go on indefinitely, but there is 
a limit to one’s capacity in these dry 
days. 
You can even purchase sugar cane 
rum (pure alcohol) for IO 
cents 
a 
glass if you haven't any regard for 
your stomach. 
One drink emporium is located back 
of the county courthouse. 
From its 
door one looks out at the parked cars 
of the sheriff and other county offi­ 
cials. 
Others riot the town's main street 
on the side near the Western Union 
while another bids for patronage just 
across the way. 
Just around the corner is the head­ 
quarters of the coast guard. 
They, 
however, are helpless with the stuff 
ashore. 
They are doing their best to stop 
it coming in, but with the limited 
equipment and the hundreds of miles 
of toast line here, they are practi­ 
cally helpless in view of a public sen­ 
timent that not only condones bm 
aids bootlegging activities. 
Conviction by jury trial is almost 
hopeless here. 
The worst the boot­ 
legger has to fear is the loss of his 
cargo and his craft, hut 
with 
the 
many channels into which he may run, 
it is a hard job to find them. 
Much of the liquor brought into Key 
West is shipped by points farther 
north by the railroad. 
The 
prohibition 
agents 
are 
con­ 
vinced that there is a huge conspiracy 
to flood the north with illicit liquor 
ai d a dose watch is now being kept 
on all freight shiomnnfs 
Tnis has already brpu/jhi I*ult in 
the seizure of a carload of liquor at 
Atlanta. 
Other suspected cars are be­ 
ing diligently sought. 
Meanwhile# Key West still enjoys its 
forbidden fruit- at reasonable prices.

Clubs Throughout Stqte Asked 


Join Brainerd in Securing’ 
Legislation 


GAME FARM IS DISCUSSED 


to 


Minnesota’s Fishing Possibilities One 
of Greatest Assets of 
State 


The various game and fish clubs 
throughout the state and the com­ 
mercial clubs in Minnesota will bj 
asked to cooperate with the Crow 
Wing Game Protective Club in secur­ 
ing legislation that will provide suit­ 
able appropriations to linance bsh 
hatcheries throughout the state, a c ­ 
cording to the action taken by the 
local club at its meeting on Friday 
night in the Chamber of Commerce 
parlors. 
This meeting was called to consid­ 
er the matter of hatcheries as well 
as game farm reserves contemplated 
by the state game and fish depart­ 
ment. 
The matter was thoroughly 
discussed from every angle. 
J. 
P. 
Saunders, of Backus, spoke against 
the game farm, but was much in 
favor of the hatcheries. 
He stat u 
that the fishing in Minnesota lakes 
was attracting tourists from other 
states, and would prove a much big­ 
ger drawing card 
than 
the 
game 
could. 
He characterized Minnesota' 
fishing possibilities as one of tin 
greatest assestg in the state. 
Mr. Saunders described the dif­ 
ficulties experienced in a game farm 
operated for several years near Back­ 
us, and finally abandoned as imprac­ 
tical. Several varieties of game birds 
were raised on this farm, but in the 
fall would leave and never return 
again. This was especially trite, said 
the speaker, when there were a large 
number of birds that require more 
attention that can be given them. 
It is hoped to secure the neces­ 
sary appropriation 
from the legis­ 
lature at its coming session to enable 
the state game and fish commission 
to extend its hatcheries and thereby 
maintain 
better 
stocked 
lakes 
throughout the state. The local club 
anticipates little trouble in securing 
the cooperation of other similar or­ 
ganizations, together with commer­ 
cial clubs in this movement. 
It ).- 
planned that a committee from this 
club will place the proposition befov 
the legislature. 
The secretary of the Crow Wing 
Game Protective Club was instructed 
to write J. F. Gould, state game ami 
fish commissioner, in an 
effort 
to 
gain some definite idea as to when 
the fish hatchery will be started ai 
Gull lake. 
The club in a campaign 
this season, secured 
the necessary 
funds with which to purchase a site 
for this hatchery just below the Gull 
lake dam, and it is hoped that the 
state department will be able to be­ 
gin 
operations there 
in 
the 
near 
future. 
A com m ute of three was appoint­ 
ed at a previous m eeting of the club 
to look into the matter of a gan;e 
farm for this county and investigate 
the possibilities of such a farm. This 
committee, which originally consist­ 
ed of J. F. Cibuzar, chairman.

CONTROLLING SPIRIT 


OF ORGANIZED LABOR 


Samuel Gompers was the control­ 
ling spirit of organized labor in the 
United States. 
S ta r tin g at the age of fourteen, j 
when he was an apprentice cigar 
maker, Gompers devoted 
virtually 
hig entire life to advancing the wel­ 
fare and interests of the 
w orking 
masses. 
Gompers w-as one of the founders of j 
the American Federation of Labor 
and xvas the last survivor 
of 
the 
group which planned its 
org an iz a -1 
lion. 
i 
For more th an a 
half 
c e n t u r y , ! 
political ambitions, lucrative 
bust- * 
ness opportunities and the lure of 
fame were unable to deter him from 
his trade union activities. 
Gompers was born in a 
London 
slum quarter, Jan. 27. 1850, and a t ' 
the age of IO was put to work in a 
shoe factory, but soon became 
ap ­ 
prenticed to the cigar trade. 
With 
his p are nts and several relatives he 
came to America in 1863 and w a s 1 
naturalized 
an 
American 
citizen 
when he became 21 years old. 
It has been often said th a t Comp- j 
ers was one of the most skilled cigar j 
makers in the trade and always was 
assigned to “ rolling” the moet ex­ 
pensive cigars. 
In 1864 he became the first regis­ 


tered m e m b er of the International 
Cigar Maker's Union and was soon 
elected secretary. 
Shortly afterw ard 
he was advanced to the presidency 
and was never removed from 
that 
office. 
W h e n the American F ederation of 
Labor was organized in 1881 Gomp- 
er* was offered the presidency but 
refused and served as vice president. 
The next year pressure was so great 
that he became president and he con­ 
tinued at the helm until 1894,, when 
he was defeated by J ohn McBride, 
represe nting the coal miners. 
He was again elected president the 
following year and led organized la­ 
bor for many years th ereafter. 
For contempt of court in the fam ­ 
ous Buck s stove case in 190S, Gomp­ 
ers was sentenced to one year's im­ 
prisonment. 
An appeal was made to 
the Unite I States Supreme Court and 
after d ra g g in g the case until 1914, 
the high court ruled th a t fu rth e r ac­ 
tion was barred by the s ta tu te of 
lim itation and he was relieved from 
serving the sentence. 
D uring his first five year* as head 
of the American Federation of Labor 
Gompers received no salary, hut was 
allowed his expenses, which a m o u n t­ 
ed to $13 for the five years. 
When 
the federation underw ent a reo rg an i­ 
zation in 1886 Gompers was given an 
an n u al salary of $10,000. 
Including every im p o rta n t union in 
this country, the federation became 
a powerful organization u n d er the 
guidance of Gompers. 
He always 
successfully combatted tendencies to­ 
ward socialism in the r a n k s of the 
labor movement and was an earnest 
advocate of industrial conciliation. 
Settled Many Strikes 
It is said that Gompers 
settled 
more strikes by individual effort than 
any o th er m a n in labor history.
